Beginning with this issue, 
the news section has been ex- 
panded to accommodate all the 
pertinent and/or amusing items 
that occurred since the previ- 
ous issue. Heretofore, an ar- 
bitrary number of pages had 
been set aside for news and 
those items that did not fit, 
we did not print . 

The number of published ref- 
erences to homosexuality has 
approximately doubled since 
the first issue of Drum in 
October of 1964. This as- 
tounding increase in number 
virtually forced us to adopt 
this new policy. We will now 
be able to cover some news i- 
tems in greater depth than we 
could before--this issue's co- 
verage of the DSI trial is a 
case in point. 

This added coverage will by 
no means exhaust the supply of 
available items. What we pub- 
lish added to what we cull out 
could make a monthly news mag- 
azine unto itself. This is- 
sue, for instance, we weren't 
able to include the news, un- 
covered by the National Insid- 
er, that homosexuals catch 
venereal disease when "the 
teeth of their partners break 


the surface of the skins on 
their penises . " 

This month's feature article 
is a survey of the history of 
homosexuality in the movies 
and offers a word or two about 
what will probably come in the 
near future. The prediction 
is that movies are about to 
explode with homosexual themes 
and that homosexual characters 
will appear in many where they 
would not be expected. 

The first real wave to be 
anticipated is cheapie sex 
f i Ims for the sexploitation 
houses but there will also be 
an emergence of pictures that 
will incorporate homosexuals 
in such a way as to help des- 
troy the gay stereotype image. 

Television will soon follow. 
There has been the airing of 
the CBS Special and the film 
of Advise and Consent. The 
other popular movies with ho- 
mosexuals will also be broad- 
past. What was daring in 1967 
will be as tame as Alice in 
Wonderland by 1970. 

Both TV and Hollywood rush 
to profits--and homosexuals 
will prove to be big business. 
You think we're crazy? Just 
wait .

OBSCENITY 

Minneapolis: If the end had 
been disappointing, there 
could be little laughter at 
the means. But the end of the 
obscenity trial of Lloyd Spin- 
ar and Conrad Germain, owners 
of Directory Services, Inc., 
was acquittal on all 29 ob- 
scenity counts facing them. 
It is possible, therefore, to 
treat the Government's presen- 
tation in the case with the 
levity it deserves. 

Few obscenity cases have 
seen so tawdry a collection of 
Federal witnesses, on the one 
hand, and, on the other, so 
well rounded a collection of 
defense witnesses. Among those 
featured by the prosecution, 
were physique - photographer- 
turned-witness Anthony Dabrow- 
ski, alias Bob Anthony (Drum 
26), a couple of "admitted ho- 
mosexuals," a nudist, an art 
student, an art instructor and 
of course a psychiatrist. 

Nude Swimming 

The psychiatrist testified 
that he felt DSI publications 
Tigev 3 Butch and Greyhuff 
were obscene because " they 
would not appeal to "normal" 
men. Dr. Hector C. Zeller, 
the psychiatric "expert" 1 ’ and 
chief of medical services at a 
local hospital, also said that 
he did not consider the human 
body shameful, but added, some 
young boys might be mentally 
or emotionally damaged by 
swimming nude in pools where 
other men were also swimming 
nude. "A boy might get the 
wrong idea," the psychiatrist 
declared. 


Male Nudes 

The Federal government also 
introduced the testimony of 
two homosexuals into the case. 
A 30-year-old Dallas man said 
he had had a homosexual rela- 
tionship at age 12, but not a- 
gain until he was 26, when he 
first received nude male pho- 
tos from DSI. He then had a 
homosexual relationship as a 
result of viewing the photos 
and he said he believed that 
he would not have had the re- 
lationship had he not seen the 
photos . 

A second homosexual, a 59- 
year-old divorcee from Menlo 
Park, Calif. , testified that 
he was unhappy being a homo- 
sexual and that he felt it 
would be better if such mater- 
ial were not distributed. De- 
fense attorney Ronald I. Mesh- 
besher objected to the testi- 
mony by both homosexuals on 
the obvious ground that nei- 
ther qualified as an expert. 

Without giving much cause 
for disagreement, a photogra- 
phy instructor told the court 
that he felt the quality of 
the DSI magazines to be "tech- 
nically low and aesthetically 
zero minus." The art student 
said that the failings of the 
DSI photographs included such 
things as "distracting sailor 
hats . " 

Cathol ic 

Rev. John Francis Harvey, a 
Catholic priest from Washing- 
ton D.C. who claimed to have 
counseled many homosexuals and 
studied about 50 in depth, 
testified that he found the 
pictures objectionable, un- 


wholesome and ugly. He made 
no comment about the kind of 
counseling he administered to 
his homosexual parishoners . He 
did state, however, that the 
DSI material was "morbid and 
promotional and dangerous." 
The Catholic called for a 
greater understanding of homo- 
sexuals, while indicating that 
he was opposed to homosexual 
sexual arousal. 

A postal inspector testified 
that 4,180 unsolicited com- 
plaints protesting the nature 
of DSI mailing material were 
received from all parts of the 
country. His testimony was 
not hailed by all sectors of 
the community, however. Wil- 
liam Sumner, the editor of the 
St. Paul Dispatch, commented 
on the Post Office Depart- 
ment’s tendency to "overspy." 

"One of the few interesting 
developments in the trial now 
in progress," he wrote in his 
paper, "was the implication, 
never elaborated on, that the 
Post Office had blackmailed 
one of the witnesses into tes- 
tifying. 

"One of the witnesses said 
that postal inspectors had 
threatened to take a letter he 
wrote to another homosexual to 
his employer if he didn't tes- 
tify in this trial. 

"Nothing was said, apparent- 
ly, about the means of ^getting 
this correspondence. Postal 
inspectors have used methods 
in the past more typical of a 
police state than a civilized 
democracy in both inspecting 
private correspondence and in 
laying traps for the unwary." 
The Defense 

A series of nationally fa- 
mous individuals testified for 
the defense. Dr. Wardell B. 
Pomeroy, for 20 years a member 
of the Kinsey Institute staff 
and now a psychologist in pri- 


vate practice in New York City 
said that he did not condider 
the material sent out by DSI 
to be "pornographic or even 
borderline." 

Assistant Federal Attorney 
Stanley Green, cross-examining 
Pomeroy, tried to make him ad- 
mit that his judgement that 
the material was not obscene 
was "merely your personal o- 
pinion . " 

Pomeroy said that the Insti- 
tute has the largest collec- 
tion of pornography and erotic 
material in the world and that 
his acquaintance with this 
collection enabled him to make 
a categoric judgement. He 
also said that he doubted that 
viewing the DSI material could 
influence a man to become ho- 
mosexual . 

"It's been said," said Pom- 
eroy, "that a person cannot be 
raped by a book and the same 
argument applies here." 

Dr. Walter C. Alvarez, a 
newspaper medical columnist, 
testified that he wouldn't 
"fuss" about the allegedly ob- 
scene materials that were in 
issue at the trial. Alvarez, 
whose column is carried in 
some 60 papers around the 
world, said that he did not 
feel the material appealed to 
the "prurient or shameful oi 
morbid interest of homosexuals 
in sex." He said that he 
strongly felt the materials 
were "harmless." 

The Rev. Robert (Ted) Mcll- 
venna, a director of the Na- 
tional Young Adult Project 
which is a group sponsored by 
six national churches, said 
that he felt that no harm 
would come from children view- 
ing the allegedly obscene ma- 
terial. "I think it would be 
helpful," he said. 

It would be helpful, for in- 
stance, for his son, 10, and 


daughter, 7, to see that man 
is made in the image of God 
and a part of nature. He also 
said that he would not want 
them to see pictures and mo- 
vies in which there is vio- 
lence and brutality. 

Flimsy Argument 

The only factor that marred 
DSI's presentation of its case 
was the rather flimsy argument 
that the material they were 
presenting was intended for 
"artists, photographers and 
sculptors" and not homosexu- 
als, No one, including the 
judge, was convinced. The de- 
fendants, said the judge, 
"fully intended to direct the 
materials to male homosexuals 
and were aware that this was 
the substantial recipient 
group. " 

The central issue before the 
court was whether or not sev- 
eral magazines, books, a pack 
of unbound photographs, color 
slides, and an 8 mm. film, all 
of which contained depictions 
of nude men with genitalia ex- 
posed, were legally obscene. 
In a decision that sounded 
more like it should have come 
from a Scandanvian rather than 
an American court. Federal 
Judge Earl R. Larson found: "I 
conclude that the litigation 
must end at this point. If I 
were to convict the defendant^ 
I am satisfied that the coni-' 
victions would be reversed by 
the Supreme Court , if not the 
Court of Appeals." He acquit- 
ted the defendents "on each of 
the 29 counts of the Indict- 
ment." 

"No Obscenity" 

Some of the highpoints of 
Judge Larson's opinion: "Sex 
and obscenity are not synony- 
mous. Where sex or nudity is 
treated in a manner which ap- 
peals to the average sexual 
interest, there is no obsceni- 


ty from a legal standpoint." 

"Admitted practicing homo- 
sexuals (testified) that the 
materials have no appeal to 
their morbid or shameful, un- 
wholesome interest in sex. 
There was evidence that the 
material might stimulate a ho- 
mosexual to masturbate or to 
seek contact with another 
male. The expert testimony 
was that homosexuals are no 
more prone to seduce unwilling 
partners than heterosexuals, 
and may even be less so. Fur- 
ther, there was testimony that 
the average homosexual is not 
paedophiliac. To a degree, 
the Government ' s theory was 
based on the proposition that 
because the average person 
does not tolerate homosexuali- 
ty and considers homosexual 
behavior morbid and shameful, 
then materials of the type in- 
volved here are obscene. (Re- 
cent Supreme Court decisions) 
were not intended to incorpor- 
ate the average person's views 
on deviant groups into the 
definition of obscenity." 

"There is no substantial 
difference between exposure of 
the female breast and the 
male penis."

Respect Sexual Rights 

"The decisions of the Su- 
preme Court and of other 
Courts indicate that (the ob- 
scenity) area of the law is 
complex and difficult. The 
demands of the Constitution 
must be considered along with 
the interest in maintaining 
moral values and legal and 


sexual codes . The rights of 
minorities expressed individu- 
ally and in sexual groups or 
otherwise must be respected." 

The Judge's decision in this 
case is not binding on other 
courts, but so directly faces 
the issue of homosexuality and 
obscenity that it will proba- 
bly be a landmark in obscenity 
law history. It will also give 
hope to those who are convin- 
ced that obscenity prose- 
cutions cannot be defeated in 
the lower courts .

way since "The Great Train Robbery . " 


It all began when Bronco 
Billy Anderson rode furiously 
through the woods around Do- 
ver, New Jersey, and the cam- 
era ground out the first film 
with a plot. It was 1903 and 
the movie, produced by ’Thomas 
Alva Edison, was The Great 
Train Robbery . 

But the introduction of 
plots into the movies was not 
all a bed of roses for, with 
plots came ideas and with i- 
deas came the question of what 
was and what was not "accept- 
able . " 

Yet, oddly enough, the cine- 
ma in the United States got a- 


long very well indeed without 
any moral guidance and it was 
not until a full quarter of a 
century later, in 1928, that 
the Motion Picture Association 
of America was formed and Will 
Hayes was asked to head it . 

The organization, which was 
instantly dubbed "The Hays Of- 
fice," set up guide-lines and 
regulations so that movie pro- 
ducers knew what they could 
and could not do. Prominent 
among the things they could 
not do was to allude to "per- 
versions." Violations lost 
the blessing of the MPAA, au- 
tomatically resulting in an 


almost total absence of possi- 
ble theatres in which the film 
could be shown. Films, the 
new code held, must not in- 
clude any reference to male 
homosexuality, lesbianism or 
other so-called "unnatural re- 
lations . " 

No Silent Homosexuals 
Indeed, so sensitive was 
this area that the all-power- 
ful Hays Office was able to 
force the retirement of one of 
the screen's brightest light 
comedians because of his too- 
well-known predilection for o- 
ther men. Little wonder, then, 
that the silent films lack al- 
lusions to homosexuality or 
portray homosexual characters. 

Then, in 1933, two indepen- 
dent film producers, J. S. 
Watson and Melville Webber, 
decided to do an art film on 
the Biblical text telling of 
Lot's wife. The film was 
called Lot In Sodom and homo- 
sexuals were depicted on the 
American screen for the first 
time. As the damned sodomites 
of the text, their scantily 
clad bodies reached out for 
each other and the effect was 
one of great sensuality. 

A Quick Kiss 
In 1932, the 
duced a lesbian 
entitled Maed- 
chen in Uni- 
form and it 

depicted a re- 
lationship be- 
tween a pupil 
in a girl's 
convent and 
one of her 

teachers. It 
was quite vi- 
vid and there 
was a 1958 re- 
make of the 

same story. 

The modern 
version, how- 


ever, was not at all bold. The 
most explosive event was a 
quick kiss by Lili Palmer on 
the cheek of Audrey Hepburn. 

Lesbianism has been even 
less frequently depicted in 
films than has been male homo- 
sexuality. In the film version 
for instance, of the Sappho 
legend, there was no hint that 
the girls were anything other 
than the best of friends . 

In a recent film, The L- 
Shaped Room 3 the allusion to 
the lesbianism of one of the 
principle characters was so 
brief that even sophisticated 
audiences missed it. The same 
movie, incidentally, contained 
the first known depiction of a 
Negro male homosexual. The 
Pawnbroker (1967) contained 
a second. 

In The Group 3 Candy Bergen 
played a lesbian. Although the 
word itself is not used, she 
is asked, somewhat bravely, 
how long she was "that Way." 

In 1936, though, Hollywood 
was still doing its level best 
to avoid the subject and when 
it announced that Paramount 
had secured the rights of Lil- 
lian Heilman's smash Broadway 
hit. The Children's Hour 3 a 
few eyebrows began to rise. 
They needn't have. 

First off, 
Hollywood al- 
tered the ti- 
tle to These 
Three and then 
it changed the 
plot from one 
of lesbianism 
to one of a- 
dultery . 

When Holly- 
wood remade 
the same movie 
in 1962, it

It seemed that Metro Goldwyn 
Mayer was about to break the 
taboo when, in 1945, it an- 
nounced that it was prepared 
to film Oscar Wilde's The Pic- 
ture of Dorian Gray. At first 
there were rumors that no es- 
tablished actor 
could be induced to 
play the central 
role of the effete 
Dorian Gray — whose 
debaucheries must 
certainly have had 
to include a bit of 
an interlude with 
his own sex. 

Suggestive Smile 

But a young actor 
by the name of Hurd 
Hatfield was even- 
tually signed for 
the lead. George 
Sanders played the 
colorful role of 
Lord Henry, a dis- 
solute type of no- 
bleman whose very 
smile was sugges- 


tive . 

Mr. Hatfield is 
extremely handsome 
in the role, and 
Mr. Sanders, with 
each line he speaks 
seems to be sugges- 
ting every known 
vice. Yet, the film 
is quite proper and 
one must assume 
much more is going 
on than is shown on 
the silver screen*. 

To jump ahead a- 
bout 15 years to 
1960, two British 
films were released 
simultaneously- -both depicting 
Oscar Wilde's trial. One 
film starred Robert Morley and 
was simply titled Oscar Wilde. 
The other starred Peter Finch 
as Wilde and was originally 
titled The Trials of Oscar 
Wilde and was later retitled 
The Green Carnation. 

Morley bears an uncanny re- 
semblance to the English poet 
and dramatist and portrayed 
Wilde with brilliance. Even 
though The Trials seemed e-

qually well researched, Peter 
Finch was not as happily cast. 

Doubtless, few readers will 
recall a 1949 Roberto Rosel- 
lini film called: Germany: 
Year Zero which depicted war- 
crushed and defeated Germany, 
its citizens living among the 
ruins and devistation of the 
recent conflict. 

School Teacher's Boy 

One of the central charac- 
ters was a young boy of about 
13 or so who roamed about the 
city to find a few bare neces- 
sities to help his family keep 
body and ?soul together. One 
day he comes upon a former 
school teacher, a youngish man 
who induces the boy to come 
back to meet a friend of his 
in a rather imposing mansion- 
like home. 

The "friend" turns out to be 
a middle-aged satyr whose 
fondness for little boys is 
clearly established. The boy 
gives in to his demands and is 
handsomely paid for his effort. 
He becomes a regular and sud- 
denly has money to buy unheard 
of luxuries on the black mar- 
ket. His family begins to 
wonder where all of the money 
is coming from and their sus- 
picions trouble the lad. His 
conscience adds a heavy burden 
and, in the end, the hapless 
boy jumps off a building. It 
is a sad, brilliant film, 
probably not to be seen again 
in this country. 

The Italian film has always 
seemed a bit fearful of treat- 
ing homosexuality as such, due 
in no small measure to the 
censoring voice of the Vatican, 
but there have been instances 
that deserve note. In Fabiola 
there are generous doses of 
male nudity and, in one shot, 
there is a complete backside 
view of a man as he emerges 
from a Roman swimming pool. 


The actor playing the role of 
Sebastian in the film was a 
rugged physical type and this 
was shown to much advantage in 
an execution scene. 

There were also scenes of 
Roman orgies which include el- 
derly Senator types pawing o- 
ver adolescent boys. Much of 
the explicitly sexual was, of 
course, cut by the 1920 cen- 
sors of the Customs Department 
and all that most American 
audiences saw of the original 
three hour production was 
scant, less - than - two - hour 
film. 

Rocco And His Manager 

More recently, the Italian 
screen has given us Rocco and 
His Brothers (1960) and other 
films by Federico Fellini. In

One 3 based on Clader Willing- 
ham's End As A Man 3 contained 
some clear homosexual impli- 
cations which climaxed, so to 
speak, in a couple of shower- 
room scenes in which a cadet 
(Paul Richards) takes long 
looks at Jocko de Paris (Ben 
Gazzara) . In the ' American 
version, incidentally, the 
shower-room glances were quite 
abbreviated. Those who were 
fortunate enough to see this

audiences might have been more 
inclined to think he suffered 
from spring fever. The play's 
David Harris, a teacher who 
was so given to nude swimming 
with Tom that he was fired, 
was omitted altogether. In 
the movie, the football 
coach's anti-Tom posture born 
ala an anti-homosexual-latent- 
homosexual vicious circle is 
drastically down-played. 

On the less famous side, the 


American-produced film abroad 
were treated to longer glances. 

The once-a-year appearances 
of homosexuals and homosexual 
themes in the movies continues 
through 1958 and that year's 
contribution is the little 
known Confessions Of Felix 
Krull 3 which was based on a 
story by Thomas Mann. In ad- 
dition to Horst Bucholtz beef- 
cake, there is also a Horst 
Bucholtz seduction scene in

which young Horst is offered 
a fortune by an older Scotsman. 
Of course, Horst declines but 
the scene is played with taste 
and skill while the older ho- 
mosexual accepts the rejection 
with grace and charm. 

The Crime of the Century 
In 1959, Compulsion , the fa-

mous story of the sensational 
thrill kidnapping and killing 
of the '2,0s was filmed. The 
extent of the boys’ homosexual 
relationship is never clearly 
established in the movie, but 
the appearance of Dean Stock- 
well and Bradford Dillman lent 
an air of homosexual realism. 

Quite the opposite was true 
of The Third Sex, a German 
film. This cheaply produced 
epic .was an unabashed attempt 
at sensationalism which una- 
bashedly and mercifully, died 
at the box office. Here was 
the homosexual den of iniquity 
in the form of the home of a 
wealthy art dealer who seemed 
to be as hung up on incense, 
bizarre artifacts and heavily 
draperied rooms as he was on 
his teen-age companions. 

There was an attempt to lend, 
the film what might be termed 
redeeming sexual value by in- 
cluding several nude wrestling 
scenes, but these were mere 
shadows on the wall. 

Even An M. P. 

Early in the 1960's, a se- 
ries of homosexual theme films 
were produced in England. Of

chief importance was Victim 
(1962) starring Dirk Bogard as 
a homosexual lawyer who put 
his career on the line by 
speaking out against a black- 
mail ring with which he has 
had contact. For the first 
time on the screen, homosexu- 
als were presented not as 
caricatures but as varying 
typical human beings. To be 
sure, the bookseller, lawyer, 
actor, Member of Parlia- 
ment (!), and barber were pre- 
sented in compromising posi- 
tions, but the film stands u- 
nique even to the present day 
as the only picture ever to 
make a pitch for homosexual 
civil liberties. As such, it 
drew the wrath of many review- 
ers, notably, of course, the 
man from Time who said in 
characteristic fashion: "What 
seems at first an attack on 
extortion seems at last a coy- 
ly sensational exploitation of 
homosexuality as a theme--and, 
what's more offensive, an ex- 
plicit approval of homosexual- 
ity as a practice. Almost all 
the deviates in the film are 
fine fellows--well dressed, 
well spoken, sensitive, kind. 


Everybody in the picture who 
disapproves of homosexuals 
proves to be an ass, a dud or 
a sadist. Nowhere does the 
film suggest that homosexual- 
ity is a serious (but often 
curable) neurosis that attacks 
the biological basis of life 
itself." 

A Pleasant Taste 
Time and its ilk notwith- 
standing, Britain continued to 
produce films with, "overt in- 
verts" and, in 1962, one of 
the very best of all time, A 
Taste Of Honey 3 appeared in 
America. The young homosexual 
'(Murray Melvin) in this film 
befriends a rather homely low- 
er class English girl (Rita 
Tushingham) who is a little 
bit pregnant and not at all 
married. Although his por- 
trayal, to some, may have 
seemed precious, for those who 
know young queens well, it was 
close to flawless. It is a 
part written with deep compas- 
sion and awareness of the ho- 
mosexual dimension. At one 
point, Rita Tushingham is so 
concerned about the bastardy 
of her yet-to-be-born child, 
Melvin offers her the supreme

and give up men forever. It 
never comes to that, but even 
if it had, the film would re- 
main a classic both from the 
specific standpoint of this 
article and the art of the 
film in general. 

Nude Gamboling 

Frank dialogue characterized 
This Sporting Life (1963) . At 
one point, two rugby players 
are seen gamboling about nude 
in a pool and a third player 
comes to the edge and says 
goodnaturedly : "Okay, you 
queers, get out of there." One 
of the men in the pool re- 
plies: "You come in, Jock, 
and show us what you got!" 

One of the rugby team's own- 
ers makes no secret of his ho- 
mosexual interest in the play- 
ers. At one point he places 
his hand on the knee of one of 
the players. 

In 1965, two more British 
films with homosexual charac- 
ters made their way into Amer- 
ican movie houses. Both were 
famous. In The Leather Boys , 


the homosexual element was 
downplayed while, in Darling 3 
it was the film's upbeat. 

1965 's Darling has probably 
the best integrated homosexual 
characters ever to be seen on 
the screen. Besides the male 
lead who was a delightfully 
gay fashion photographer, the 
film was spiced with quick ho- 
mosexual asides to be caught 
by the alert. 

One minor character asks 
another about the handsome and 
muscular Negro attendants at a 
party and is told to keep his 
hands off. It seems they were 
the host's boys; 

A Darling View 

The viewpoint of the film is 
best illustrated with the fol- 
lowing sequence: photographer 
and female fashion model and 
friend both make eyes at the 
same Italian waiter (see photo 
on page 12) ; photographer, la- 
ter that evening, hops onto 
the rear of the waiter's mo- 
torscooter and they head off 
to an assignation; the next 
morning, the model and friend 
chastises the photographer-- 
after all, they had previously 
decided not to let the pursuit 
of sex spoil their vacation; 
and, later that evening, the 
model hops onto the rear of 
the waiter's motorscooter and 
head off to their assigna- 
tion . 

The Leather Boys centers on 
a British motorcycle gang and 
their penchant for bikes and 
girls, whom they call "birds." 
The two male leads--Reggie and 
Dick--become pals after Reg- 
gie's break with his wife. 
According to the film, they 
shared a common bed and left 
things go at that, but in the 
book there was much hanky-pan- 
ky. Dick, the rather obvious- 
ly named homosexual, is not

shown to be homosexual to the 
end of the film at which time 
he takes Reggie to a gay bar. 
At first, Reggie does not dig 
what is happening- -and Dick's 
part in the whole thing- -but 
as the rather natily dressed 
longshoremen continue to fuss 
about him and accept Dick as 
one ©f them, Reggie gets the 
message . 

The American scene offers 
little in comparison to the 


frank acceptance of homosexu- 
ality in British films. As a 
recent Variety headlined, how- 
ever, there might be a "Homo 
Theme Breakthrough" a-brewing . 
Up to this point, there have 
been the "youthful indescre- 
tion" movies : Advise and Con- 
sent 3 where a photograph and 
an ambiguous "Dear John" let- 
ter supposedly links a United 
States Senator (Don Murray)

Dayton : Two arrests at Day- 
ton's downtown YMCA capped a 
series of at least 17 arrests 
for alleged homosexual activi- 
ty in the Y's first floor 
men's room. Another man was 
arrested, but not charged, as 
he had to seek the refuge of a 
mental institution. 

The police claimed: "In 
each case the accused ap- 
proached us," but did not ex- 
plain further. At least one 
of the arrested men was a Mex- 
ican who spoke no English. 

The Dayton newspapers , in 
conformance with their estab- 
lished policy, published the 
full names and addresses of 
all those arrested.

Fort Lauderdale: A Munici- 
pal Court judge said 'he ap- 
proved a memo directing cases 
involving homoseccuality away 
from another judge who stated 
that he felt "homosexual ac- 
tivity between consenting a- 
dults should be legalized. " 

Said Senior Judge Stephen 
Booher in defence of his ac- 
tion: "Judge O’ Cleary's com- 
ment, plus the sentence he im- 
posed — which I feel was in- 


adequate — led me to believe 
he did not intend to enforce 
the law as fully as I believe 
it must be enforced for the 
protection of our children." 

Booher also said that he 
based his decision not on the 
one sentence alone, "but also 
on a number of prior sentences 
by Judge O' Cleary involving 
homosexual activity. " 

Booher said he believes ho- 
moseccuality is "a personal 
tragedy" and that jail senten- 
ces are a deterrent to homo- 
sexuality. "It's the only 
thing that works. 

"It's all very well to talk 
about sanctioning this behavi- 
or among consenting adults, " 
Booher warned, "but this can 
only have the result of con- 
doning homosexual practices — 
and it ' s recognized by experts 
in the field that a homosexual 
who will make an approach to 
an adult is even more apt to 
make an approach to a minor 
child. "

Omaha: An unusual city law 
making the private sexual acts 
of homosexuals a crime has 
been repealed by City Council.

BARS 

Atlantic City, N. J.: The 
battle between the owners of 
Val's Bar and the New Jersey 
Alcohol Beverage Commission 
(Drum 24) has reached fever 
proportions. Both sides ap- 
pear to be out for blood. 

A total of three citations 
have now been issued against 
Val's and a petition has been 
filed by the N. J. Attorney 
General requesting that a stay 
of the closing of the bar be 
revoked. Stays are issued on 
the good faith that violations 
will not continue, but since 
Val's is a gay bar and the on- 
ly allegation in the cita- 
tions is that homosexuals con- 
gregate there, it is impossi- 
ble for Val's to operate in 
"good faith." 

The harrassment of Val ' s has 
met with stiff, if poorly ad- 
vised, resistance from the bar 
owners who apparently grasp at 
every opportunity to annoy the 
ABC. They have had newspaper 
advertisements sign carriers 
and pamphlet distributions all 
proclaiming that the bar will 
be open "all summer, despite 
rumors to the contrary." 

As we go to press, arguments 
in the case have been sched- 
uled for the first part of 
September in the N. J. Supreme 
Court .

Los Angeles: A New Year's 
day fracas signalled the be- 
ginning of nightly bar raids 
(Drum 24) and ended in several 
arrests. One man was so badly 
beaten by police officers that 
it was necessary to have his 
spleen removed. A variety of 
legal actions are now at var- 


ying stages. 

The first legal ptep was the 
airing of charges by police 
that they were " assaulted " by 
the New Faces Bar’s doorman— 
the same man who is still re- 
covering from his spleen re- 
moval operation. Judge Sher- 
man Smith, sitting without a 
jury , found the man not guilty . 

The man , who prefers to be 
identified only as "Bob, " is 
now preparing a $ 100,000 suit 
for assault ,, and battery and 
negligence against the police 
officers who beat him. He is 
being joined by the New Faces 
bar manager 3 "Bill, " who is 
also preparing a $ 100,000 suit 
on the allegation that he was 
beaten, though less severely , 
by police. 

The incident had its begin- 
ning at 12:10 AM, Jan. 1, when 
police were about to raid an- 
other bar. The Black Cat , in 
the vicinity of the New Faces. 
Two men — one in drag and the 
other in a business suit — left 
the Black Cat and officers 
claim that they saw the men 
"embrace." "You’re underarm 
rest," yelled the police of- 
ficers and the two Black Cat 
patrons made off for the New 
Faces. According to the 
chased patrons, they Were not 
attempting to avoid arrest. 
They claim to have heard some- 
one say: "Let’s get those two " 
and assumed the officers to be 
local toughs. 

They were tackled at the 
door of the New Faces, Bill 
heard the commotion, went to 
the door and asked: "What ’s 
going on here?" Someone hit 
him and he went down. 

The bar ’s owner , a woman, 
also went- to the door and was 
struck. Bill attempted to 
help the woman to her feet, 
he was taken outside where he 
was "struck repeatedly . " At 


this ipoint 3 Boh went to the 
door where he tried to push 
out someone rushing in. He 
was knocked down 3 beaten 3 
kicked and left on the side- 
walk with a ruptured spleen.

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CHERRY GROVE, FIRE ISLAND 

Several times a summer, 
plainclothes detectives raid 
this Fire Island community and 
arrest perhaps a dozen alleged 
homosexual men on morals 
charges . 

Fear of embarrassing public- 
ity in mainland courtrooms had 
led many accused persons to 
plead guilty and forego a 


proper defense. Police have 
often been accused of entrap- 
ment, with officers posing as 
homosexuals to lure suspects 
into arrest. 

The number of arrests has 
risen in recent years . In 
1965, about 40 suspects were 
arrested and the ' number in- 
creased to 60 in 1966. There 
have been no wholesale round- 
ups this year, but the police 
say August is usually their 
"busiest month." 

A pamphlet advising homosex- 
uals against "shortsighted" 
pleas of guilty will be dis- 
tributed by the Mattachine So- 
city of New York this summer 
and legal aid will also be of- 
fered to those who need it . 

A draft of the pamphlet as- 
serts that the police rely on 
guilty pleas for 95% of their 
homosexual convictions. It 
advises an arrested suspect to 
tell the police, no more than 
his name and address. "Never 
carry identification that con- 
tains the name of your employ- 
er," the handout advises, "es- 
pecially if there’s a 'fairy 
hunt' going on in your area."

(Continued from page 21) homo- 
sexual relationship several 
years before; and the accused- 
but-found- innocent movies: 
Gore Vidal’s The Best Man. 

Otto' Preminger's treatment 
of Advise _ and Consent actually 
went beyond both the book and 
the play by presenting the 
Senator's homosexual friend in 
a gay bar scene that was real- 
istic enough to make those who 
frequent the bars wonder if 
they really look that bizarre. 
The inclusion of this and o- 
ther homosexual references be- 
came the subject of a recent 
court battle when the televi- 
sion network which bought the 
rights to the film attempted 
to have these parts censored 
for home viewing. Preminger 
insisted they were vital to 
the story and won the fight- - 
almost. The television show- 
ing had these scenes sharply 
reduced, but not eliminated. 

And then there is Arthur 
Miller's A View From The 
Bridge in the "found innocent" 
category. Innocent or guilty, 
however, Raf Vallone kisses 
Jean Sorel full on the lips 
and that must mark some kind 
of milestone in the history of 
the cinema! 

There are those who found 
homosexual overtones in the 
relationship between Henry II 
(Peter O'Toole) and Becket 
(Richard Burton) in the 1965 
release of Becket 3 but such is 
pure speculation for there is 
nothing explicit in the film. 
Such wonderings were not con- 
fined to homosexuals, either, 
as a reviewer for one of the 
major magazines thought there 
was no doubt that there was a 
homosexual relationship be- 


tween the two men and even 
commented on the fey manner in 
which Mr. O'Toole played the 
part. Speaking of Peter O'- 
Toole, his performance several 
years later in Lawrence Of A- 
rabia also raised some ques- 
tions about the would-be uni- 
fier of the Arabs. Besides 
being raped--which says little 
for his interest--he flits on 
the desert in his new robes -- 
which might say a bit, at 
least, about his transvestism. 

To digress even a little 
further, drag has been used 
since the very beginning in 
the movies. At times, like 
Some Like It Hot 3 it was pure

high camp; at other times, the 
movies have taken a page from 
the Elizabethan stage and men 
have substituted for women and 
nary an audience was the wis- 
er. It will come as a sur- 
prise to most Chaplin fans 
that the master himself ap- 
peared in drag in several si- 
lent movies. 

The showing of films with 
frank homosexual erotic detail 
has met with a certain amount 
of resistance: the U. S. Su- 


preme Court has more or less 
held the boldest of the new 
wave obscene. 

The film, Un Chant e D 'Amour, 
a collaborative effort of 
Jeans Cocteau and Genet, is a 
Genet prison story in which 
two male inmates escape 
through the woods --but pause 
long enough in their trek to 
perform fellatio on each other. 

At least two prosecutions 
have resulted from the showing 
of this film in America. The 
first, mentioned above, resul- 
ted from a California case and 
the second occurred during 
1964 when the film squeaked 
through four performances in 
a Greenwich Village art house 
before police confiscated the 
print. If films follow the 
course of paperbacks and male 
nudist erotica, however, the 
near future holds bright pros- 
pect for both sexy and quality 
(and perhaps, sexy-quality) 
movies with gay elements. 


The recent Variety spread on 
gay movies predicts "more homo 
pix" and cites "Vic Morrow's 
filmization of Genet's Death- 
watoh which was advertised via 
a direct pitch to homosexual 
audiences and Andy Warhol's 
My Hustler, both of which were 
exceptional commercial succes- 
ses, as harbingers of things 
to come. 

"Something of a landmark was 
reached in N. Y.," Variety re- 
ported on Aug. 9. "A 35 min- 
ute short, Vapors From Tearoom 
To Steamroom, opened. It was 
programed with two films more 
typical of the usual fare ser- 
ved up at this sexploitation 
house. 

"The ads on Vapors consist 
of a closeup shot of two in- 
tense young male faces, simil- 
ar to the artwork featured on 
the covers of those paperback 
novels anent the 'twilight 
world' found in Times Square 
bookshops .

"My Hustler is the story a- 
bout the competition between 
two older men for the affec- 
tions of a young male prostie 
and has been advertised with 
photo art work depicting two 
of the protagonists lying on a 
Fire Island beach. 

The Word Got Around 

"Though every character in 
Vapors is either a homosexual 
or a bi-sexual, action in the 
pic," Variety continues, "is 
almost entirely conversational 
and there are no sex acts and 
little male nudity displayed. 
The word must have gotten 
around, since the majority of 
the medium-sized audiences 
on opening afternoon seemed to 
have come for the heterosexual 
films (in contrast to the 
packed house opening afternoon 
of My Hustler.)" 

In a companion piece. Varie- 
ty lists the following films 
as being ready for release or 
about to be made: Legend Of 
Lylah Clare 3 a " film from the 
play about lesbians, The Kill- 
ing Of Sister George; Mid- 
night Cowboy 3 about a hustler 
who makes it with either guys 
or gals if the price is right; 
When Bid You Last See Your Mo- 
ther? , a London play, that 
failed off-Broadway , complete- 
ly "devoted to teenage homos;" 
The Staircase 3 a British play 
about an elderly gay couple; 
A Patriot For Me 3 another Eng- 
lish play by John Osborne; 
Reflections In A Golden Eye 3 
with Marlon Brando as a homo- 
sexual ; The Fox 3 with Sandy 
Dennis as a lesbian. 

Hollywood , pundits are prob- 
ably wondering if the homosex- 
ual theme films will make mon- 
ey. They needn't worry. But 
when they eventually do dis- 
cover in the next year or two 
that they are financial win- 


ners, all hell will probably 
break loose. 

Hot Pants Idealist 

It would not be rash to ex- 
pect male nudie films in re- 
lease all over the country 
comparable in quality--if it 
can be called that--to B Girls 
Of Vice Street. Perhaps some 
bright-eyed idealist on the 
Coast will snap up the movie 
rights to Hot Pants Homo as a 
starter, but the introduction 
of the just-for-money gay sex- 
ploitation films will open the 
door for movie versions of 
City And The Pillar 3 Quatre- 
foil 3 Totempole and other 
first rate stories yet to be 
written . 

The handwriting is on the 
screen--if the pun is excus- 
able--and within so very few 
months Hollywood might end up 
being the greatest boon for 
the homophile movement that 
has yet occurred. 

Only one real question re- 
mains: if Sydney Poitier is 
now Hollywood's version of the 
white black man, who will be 
its straight queen?
